First, apostasy and unbelief. “Never- 
theless when the Son of man cometh, 
shall he find faith on the earth?” 
Luke 18:8. Sxepticism and unbelief is 
abounding all around us. This shows 
we are in the last days. The wave of 
modernism proves the truth of this 
prophecy. Will God find faith on the 
earth? Yes, praise the Lord! Where? 
Right in the Church of God. Yet in 
comparison to the great mass of those 
who profess to be Christians faith will 
be rare. Modernistic theology, evolu- 
tion, ete. are drawing away the very 
lifeblood of the churches of today. 
Faith in the Bible is being under- 
mined. The whole fight of these de- 
vastating philosophies is on the Word 
of God, yet the Church of God has 
stood true to the Bible and its teach- 
ing. 

Second, false ana seducing doctrine.

Surely we are living in 
these times now. It certainly behooves 
everyone who wants to make sure of 
the salvation of his soul to maintain 
an open and honest heart before God 
lest he be deceived and led astray by 
some of these seducing spirits. Read 
2 Tim. 3:1-5 thoughtfully and care- 
fully. You can get a picture of these 
awful times in which we are now liv- 
ing. “This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. For 
men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blas- 
phemers, disobedient to parents, un- 
thankful, unholy, Without natural af- 
fection, trucebreakers, false accusers, 
incontinent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good, Traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures more 
than lovers of God; Having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power 
thereof: from such turn away.” 

Third, “For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom: 
and there shall be famines, and pesti- 
lences, and earthquakes, in divers 
places. All these are the beginning of 
sorrows.” Matt. 24:7, 8. Since the 
great World War, the greatest war in 
the history of mankind, there has 
been much trouble. It has been said 
that there have been more great catas- 
trophes the last few years than in 
fifty years before. It is a time of great 
unrest. Europe is one whirling mass 
of unrest. A large part of Asia is be- 
ing drawn into tre same whirlpool.

BLASPHEMY AGAINST GOD 

A missionary tells wnat happened 
in one village when he went to hold 
evangelistic services in 1921. “At a 
large communistic meeting, held be 
cause of famine conditions, one of the 
orators raised a revolver toward heav- 
en and began firing toward the sky 
while he gnashed his teeth and cursed 
God with the most blasphemous oaths. 
‘You, God,’ he shrieked in _ frenzy, 
‘while the capitalists ruled our land, 
you gave them bread, and all material 
things in abundance. But now since 
we— the proletarians— are governing 
the country, you have closed your 
heaven against us and we do not even 
get rain! You are torturing millions 
of our proletarian children with hun- 
ger! We have razed the palaces of 
these earthly rulers and have dragged 
them from their thrones, and we will 
destroy your heavenly mansions, and 
pull you from the skies! (And he 
shall speak great words against the 
most High. Dan. 7:25). You will be 
compelled to recognize the proletar- 
ian powers!’ God’s judgment came 
suddenly and swiftly for the blasphe- 
mer for he was killed on the street 
the very next day.” 

“No lie is too despicable, no insult 
too coarse to hurl at Christ and His 
followers. If I were a Christian in 
Russia, I should keep my eyes turned 
to the pavements to escape those blas- 
phemous pictures on the billboards, 
which are a continued reminder of 
the grand attempt to sabotage God. 
This ‘drive’ against religion is sup 
ported by continuous propaganda. 
From end to end Russia is plastered 
with posters which depict ‘Mr. God’ 
as a funny litttle man smoking a pipe 
and smiling complacently while the 
workers groan beneath the weight of 
a gold cross. Blasphemy has no mean- 
ing in Russia.” 

The following took place in a meet- 
ing in Chicago: “Then they resolved 
Thanksgiving Day ought to be abol- 
ished, because ‘parched fields call for 
no thanks. To ask in these hard times 
to be thankful is to add insult to in- 
jury.’ This resolution was addressed 
to President Hoover, and urged in- 
stead a ‘Day of Blamegiving’ on which 
citizens who have received only evil 
may assemble in the public schools 
and there voice their grievances 
against their lack of favors from 
Prowidence.” 

Hear we see the beginning of Rev. 
13:6 (“And he opened his mouth in 
blasphemy against God”) fulfilled. 

Dan. 11:23 says that he “shall be- 
come strong with a small people.” The 
following is taken from the “National 
Republic” by John Lewellyn: “Anyone 
suspected of being opposed to the com- 
munistie government is speedily 
placed where he can do no damage. 

“It isn’t difficult to see how the one 
per cent can rule. Neither is it diffi- 
cult to see why the majority of the 
people are hoping for the overthrow 
of the government. Nine out of ton 
persons will declare when they know 
it is safe to do so, that conditions 
were incomparable better under the 


ezar. 

“There is no mystery as to why such 
a small minority can rule. After serv- 
ing a small period of apprenticeship 
to prove his loyalty, the communist {s 
given a revolver which he always car- 
ries with him. No one else can be 
armed. Communists are permitted to 
shoot the non-communists workers on 
any protest. 

“Red spies are scattered all over 
the country. One doesn’t know wheth- 
er or not he is talking to a spy and if 
he is and says anything against the 
existing order, he is taken that night 
beyond the limits of the town and 
shot in the back. 

“The exile system is very effective. 
Any person who seems to be becoming 
somewhat influential in his commun- 
ity is exiled to another part of the 
country. Here there is little danger of 
his becoming influential because he is

who has ever had one man in his em- 
ploy, any man whose father has ever 
employed another man or whose 
grandfather has ever employed a man, 
s not eligible to hold office or vote. 

“The many offices are held by riff- 
raff, persons who never have worked 
enough to own anything. 

“Potatoes, bread, cabbage soup, and 
several kinds of meat were served. 
While the privileged class was eating 
that food, the laborers were eating 
cabbage soup at their restaurant. The 
only meat that they ever had on the 
few occasions they had any was horse 
meat. 

“The people live on black bread and 
tea. The bread is a soggy mess I could 
not gulp down. The tea is made from 
anything that will dry, principally 
dried wild strawberry leaves. The tea, 
of course, is drunk without sugar. 

“Horse meat is a rare treat. The 
horses are brought to town whole on 
sleds. The people scrape the meat 
from the bones. I have seen’ these 
horses lying on the sleds when noth- 
ing remained but the skeletons, shoes 
still attached to the hoof. 


“One cannot aescmpe the living 
conditions. The people live worse 
than do our live stock—and smell 


worse. Depression? There isn’t a fam- 
ily in my country which lives on a 
standard as low as the better Russian 
worker. 

“No one is permitted to accumulate 
money. Last winter people started 
saving small change. This was in 
silver and consequently was worth 
something at least outside the borders 
of the country. The paper money is 
worthless. Therefore people tried to 
save small change for use were they 
able to get out of Russia. Small change 
became so scarce that stores couldn’t 
operate. 

“Then the communists got busy. 
Any man found with the equivalent 
of two or three dollars in small 
change was immediately shot. Dozens 
were killed. 

“A large majority of the convict 
laborers are farmers. If a farmer has 
worked hard enough to own his little 
home and have a few chickens, a cow 
and a horse, he is rich. 

“The communists demand his live 
stock, then his garden produce. Next 
they make demands which he can’t 
possibly meet and the farmer is ar- 
rested and placed in prison to labor. 
Usually his family is split, the farmer 
being sent to one section of the coun- 
try and his wife to another. 

“Solikamsk is at the end of the rail- 
road and on a river. Prison laborers 
are brought to Solikamsk and then 
taken one hundred miles to the lum- 
ber camps. During winter the river Is 
frozen over and the laborers are 
marched to camp. 

“Last winter it was warm at Soll- 
kamsk, only thirty-degrees below zero. 
The winter before it had been fifty-two 
degrees below zero. 

“Thousands of old men and women 
arrived in Solikamsk last winter for 
the one hundred mile march at thirty- 
five degrees below. Many of them were 
taken from warmer southern Russia 
and had no clothes except what they 
had worn in the warmer climate. 

“IT have seen these people start out 
on a one hundred mile march without 
mittens, without overcoats, their legs 
wrapped in burlap and their feet cov- 
ered with woven birch bark sandals. 
Of course I have no way of knowing 
but I would wager my life that hun- 
dreds froze to death on the march. 

“During ten consecutive days in 
February I saw six groups of these 
convict laborers sent up the _ river 
under armed guards. I would estimate 
there were from six hundred to one 
thousand persons in each group. Dur- 
ing that period I was in town only 
onee each day and never for more 
than an hour at a time. 

“This system of sending old people 
to what is eventually their death and 
tearing apart families is so heartless 
that Americans can’t visualize it.”
